New/Old City Council Sworn In

Scarcely missing a beat, the 
new city council was sworn in on 
November 12 during the new 
council’s charter meeting. The 
faces were all the same: Judith 
Davis, Rodney Roberts, Alan 
Turnbull, Edward Putens, and 
Thomas White. All five incum- 
bents were reelected on Novem- 
ber 6, beating out two challeng- 
ers, Sylvia Lewis and Kelby 
Brick. As expected, Davis was 
elected by the council to remain 
aS mayor and Rodney Roberts 
was elected mayor pro tem. 

After certification of the elec- 
tion results by City Clerk 
Kathleen Gallagher, current 
Mayor Davis issued the oath of 
office to the four other council 
members. Then, Rosalyn Pugh, 
clerk of the Circuit Court of 
Prince George’s County, issued 
the oath to Davis. 

The city had invited a number 
of dignitaries who attended this 
meeting including Delegate Joan 
Pitkin and District Heights Mayor 


Jack Sims with District Heights 
council members Cheyenne 
Watson, Arnold Appleby, and 
Willie Calhoun. Berwyn Heights 
Mayor Tawanna Gaines was also 
in attendance as was Councilman 
Douglas Peters of Bowie. 
Friends and family of the newly 
elected council filled the audi- 
ence. 
Election of Mayor 

The mayor is not chosen on 
election day but is elected by the 
members of the incoming coun- 
cil. Although it is not manda- 
tory, the person with the highest 
number of votes usually is 
elected mayor. Davis had the 
highest votes and was unani- 
mously elected by the council. 
Roberts, with the second highest 
number of votes, became the new 
mayor pro tem. 

In brief remarks, Mayor Davis 
thanked Gallagher for her success 
in her first election as city clerk 
and also the challenge of having 
to use new voting machines. 


Davis then spoke of the opportu- 
nities and challenges that face the 
city in the next few years. She 
mentioned that opportunities of- 
ten have challenges and chal- 
lenges can lead to new opportuni- 
ties. The opportunities were 
highlighted by the new projects 
that will be undertaken by the 
new bond program which was 
approved by 55 percent of the 
voters. These projects include 
expansion and improvements on 
the Public Works building and 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center; renovation of the 
Greenbelt Theatre, and traffic 
calming and bicycle and pedes- 
trian safety issues in Greenbelt 
East. 

The biggest challenge is the 
appropriate development of 
Greenbelt Station. Davis also 
mentioned traffic and crime as 
well as equitable services for all 
segments of the city as other

Davis Gets Kudos; Council Hears 
Festival Report, Votes Two Appeals

Early in the October 22 
Greenbelt City Council meeting, 
Mayor Judith Davis gave a short 
administrative report expressing 
her pleasure at the outcome of a 
recent annual meeting of the 
Maryland Municipal League. For 
the first time, the League adopted 
a recommendation to the state 
legislature requesting that plan- 
ning and zoning authority be del- 
egated to municipalities. This 
has been a longtime desire of the 
city of Greenbelt. 

Following her _ report, 
councilmember Thomas White 
spoke up to commend Mayor 
Davis’ conduct and presence at 
the MML meeting. “She sort of 
held forth,” he said, “at the round 
tables and small circles. She 
circled through the group. She 
was acting like an educator.” 
The motion passed without prob- 
lems, he added. 


Councilmember Ed Putens, 
who had also been present, sec- 
onded White’s description of 
Mayor Davis’ effectiveness at the 
meeting. 

Labor Day Festival 

Patti Brothers, chair of the La- 
bor Day Festival committee, pro- 
vided a summary report of this 
year’s annual event. “I can’t 
think of a single thing to regret,” 
she commented. 

Police Lt. Thomas Kemp, who 
was present at the meeting to 
pass along an award the Police 
Department had received from 
Arlington County, spoke up: “It 
was a quiet one,’ he said, com- 
menting that there had been only 
one ambulance call during the 
entire festival weekend. 

Lenny Wertz, treasurer for the 
festival, said he hoped to close 
out the books by November 1. 
With the various fundraisers, in- 


cluding bake sales, tee shirt sales, 
grocery raffle, and good weather, 
the festival ended in the black. 
He then presented to council a 
check for $4,000 as an install- 
ment on the debt to the city for 
a loan for operating funds to off- 
set deficits from the previous two 
rainy festivals. 
Legal Appeal . 

After a short discussion, coun- 
cil moved to appeal the decision 
by the Prince George’s County 
Council to approve two applica- 
tions by the developers of 
Greenbelt Station—the Concep- 
tual Site Plan (CSP) and the Pre- 
liminary Plan of Subdivision 
(PPS). The city had 30 days 
within which to submit its ap- 
peal—till October 27 for the 
former and November 17 for the 
latter.

In a solemn ceremony Sunday, 
November 11, American Legion 
Post 136 honored the veterans 
who have served in all the 
country’s wars.

White com- 
mented that the ter- 
rorist attack of 
September 11 had 
nearly the same 
emotional impact 
on America as did 
Pearl Harbor, but 
was made all the 
more horrible by 
the fact that it took 
place in the conti- 
nental U.S., and 
that its targets were 
innocent civilians. 
“And, once again, 
our service men 
and women are 
heeding that call 
and putting themselves unself- 
ishly in harm’s way in order to 
protect and preserve our way of 
hife..** 

White continued: “‘As veterans, 
we can heed the words of 
Greenbelt’s own Ric Santos, who 
has just assumed the post of na- 
tional commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion. Ric’s message to 
veterans in this month’s issue of 
the American Legion magazine is 
to: “Rally America.’ Who better 
than veterans, men and women 
who have seen the worst of hu- 
man nature, from the battlefields 
of Europe and Vietnam to the 
desert of Saudi Arabia, to com- 
fort and counsel a generation of 
young Americans who never 
thought they’d see New York, 
Washington or any other Ameri- 
can city under siege? 

“National Commander Santos 
concluded his rallying message 
with the following: ‘No one be- 
lieves in a strong America more 
than veterans do. We, as veterans, 
have another opportunity to help 
keep our country strong. Let us 
recommit to that challenge.’ 
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Congratulations and Success 


Greenbelt voters once again gave their bless- 
ings to the incumbent members of the Greenbelt 
City Council not only by reelecting them, but 
also by strongly endorsing their proposal for 
selling bonds for city projects. We congratulate 
Judith Davis, Rodney Roberts, Edward Putens, 
Alan Turnbull and Thomas White on their re- 
election and wish them well for the next two 
years. We are thankful that they and their chal- 
lengers, Sylvia Lewis and Kelby Brick, were 
willing to make the effort to seek election and to 
take on the many, many hours of city work re- 
quired of councilmembers. These “part-time” 
jobs probably take up as much or more of the 
councilmembers’ hours as their full-time jobs or 
other endeavors. 

The next two years promise to be a busy and 
challenging time for both councilmembers and 
city staff since many issues from the last coun- 
cil term are still to be resolved and new chal- 
lenges faced. Probably the one issue with the 
greatest effect on the future of the city is the de- 
velopment of Greenbelt Station. While develop- 
ment may be delayed because of a slowing 
economy and terrorism, we expect planning of 
this massive project to continue. So far, coun- 
cil has succeeded in getting important modifica- 
tions to the project proposals, but much more 
needs to be done before the “square peg” being 
pushed by the owners fits the “round hole” that 
is the site beside the Greenbelt Metro Station. 

The city has reached agreement to buy 
Greenbelt Theatre at Roosevelt Center but has 
not yet worked out how to separate this integral 
part of a building, both practically and legally, 


from the rest of it. Beyond that, many questions 
are still to be resolved about operating the facil- 
ity. Council candidates’ statements not to use tax 
monies to pay for theater operations may be dif- 
ficult to keep considering the marginal nature of 
that business. Council must also balance its de- 
sire to make the space available for community 
use with its need for revenue. This may mean 
saying no to some otherwise deserving requests. 

The $3.5 million borrowing authorization the 
city has obtained from the voters could be insuf- 
ficient to undertake all the projects council has 
set out to do. Council and the city staff have 
been successful in the past in obtaining grants 
and aids from others; they will need to keep up 
the good work with creative financing to com- 
plete successfully these new projects. 

As if these issues were not enough, other 
continuously nagging problems still remain for 
council to deal with, such as crime, maintaining 
and upgrading city neighborhoods, doing some- 
thing about kids and others loitering in the 
wrong places, dealing with developers of other 
lands in town, buying more green space, main- 
taining city services and keeping the budget bal- 
anced. Of those, we think balancing the budget 
may prove to be the most challenging, consider- 
ing the apparent recession now taking place, the 
many needs that council and citizens perceive, 
and the fact that even in the recent good times 
the city raised taxes to balance its budget. 

As residents who pay for and benefit from 
the many services that council oversees, we wish 
the members of the city council outstanding suc- 
cess in this new term. —

Phones for Seniors 


The Prince George’s County 
Sheriff’s Office has recently initi- 
ated a program to distribute hun- 
dreds of cellular telephones to se- 
nior citizens who would other- 
wise not have access to them. 

The telephones, which have 
been donated, .are capable of di- 
aling 911, some by the single 
press of a button. Each is 
equipped with a charger. Recipi- 
ents will be given operating in- 
structions. The program is made 
possible by a little-known U.S. 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission regulation requiring that 
911 calls be connected at no 
charge from all wireless phones 
regardless of whether they have 
been activated for paid service. 

“Initially, we have prepared 
100 telephones that are ready for 
immediate distribution. They will 
go a long way toward ensuring 
the safety of our senior commu- 
nity,’ Sheriff Alonzo Black an- 
nounced, “I’m certain that once 
people learn about the program, 
we will be able to accommodate 
the emergency needs of our se- 
niors on a continuing basis.”

challenges to be addressed. 

Mayor pro tem Roberts em- 
phasized the importance of the 
input he received from knocking 
on doors throughout the city and 
talking to the citizens. He espe- 
cially wanted to thank his mother, 
Doris Roberts, for her campaign 
assistance this year, especially in 
the computer area. Said Roberts, 
“Not many moms would do that 
for you.” Putens thanked Lewis 
and Brick who “challenged this 
old council” with new ideas. He 
agreed with Davis that Greenbelt 
Station is a very interesting chal- 
lenge. 

Turnbull commented on how

According to city attorney 
Robert Manzi, there are “good is- 
sues” for both appeals. On nei- 
ther plan is a Beltway inter- 
change shown; yet this is seen as 
“the lynchpin for the success of 
the development,’ he said. Sec- 
ondly, by the terms of the en- 
abling legislation, CB35 and 
CB47, the development must be 
transit-oriented. Yet, Manzi said, 
the presentation by Westfields, 
Greenbelt Station’s probable de- 
veloper, showed a standard mall. 

While acknowledging the pos- 
sibility that the city could lose on 
appeal, Mayor Davis said, “It is 
necessary and important that we 
go to battle one or two more 
times.” 

Manzi replied that the appeals

process sometimes brings both 
parties to a better understanding 
before going to court. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
commented on his general opti- 
mism. “The judge can rule 
against you,” he said. “The 
judge can rule for you. Or the 
judge can screw it up beyond rec- 
ognition.” 

On the vote, the decision was 
unanimous that the city would 
appeal both county council deci- 
sions. 

Kap Kapistan, who represents 
Beltway Plaza, commented: “It 
was all very eloquently stated by 
Manzi and council.” Subse- 
quently, the shopping center initi- 
ated its own appeal.

Special Meeting

It was standing room only at 
the November 3 New Deal Café 
special membership meeting to 
elect new board members. Mem- 
bers Ray Stevens, Tim Lee, Pat 
Brent, and Neil McConlogue 
were elected to serve in an in- 
terim capacity, along with the 
lone remaining board member, 
Wendy Turnbull, until a full-scale 
membership meeting can be held 
and board members elected for a 
full term.

Biodynamic Foods Cooked 
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Here Make Basic Feast

The women stand elbow to el- 
bow in the Greenbelt Community 
Center’s kitchen. Wash, chop: 
105 lbs. of biodynamic and or- 
ganic potatoes, 40 Ibs. of organic 
onions, 25 Ibs. of organic carrots. 
Add tomatoes and seasons and 
you have potato curry, a basic 
feast. 

Add capital letters and you 
have the Basic Feast: Organic and 
Sattvic Foods, an organization 
preparing foods for distribution 
through the Greenbelt Co-op Su- 
permarket, other co-ops in 
Takoma Park, Silver Spring and 
Bethesda and the M.O.M’s store 
in Rockville. 

These are called grab-and-go 
foods; the Basic Feast also does 
catering as well as a Feast-du- 
Jour dinner service, where cus- 
tomers order and pick up cooked 
meals made from scratch and 
served in recycled paper containers. 

Monica Corrado, Jennifer 
Gillispie and Greenbelter Bryn 
Schultz (this tour’s branch man- 
ager) have been using the Com- 
munity Center kitchen for about a 
year. They praise Center Man- 
ager Joe McNeal’s solicitous care 
of his kitchen renters. 

They also believe that 
Greenbelt has the “right spirit” to 
bring this enterprise forward: Bob 
Davis, the Co-op Supermarket 
manager has given invaluable 
help and has steadily added or- 


ganic foods to the store. 

Sattvic is the Sanskrit word 
for “pure.” It defines foods that 
are grown by alternative farming 
methods that embrace at least or- 
ganic standards and work con- 
sciously to restore the vitality of 
the Earth. There are 53 biody- 
namic food farms in the U.S., 
Corrado explains. The Basic 
Feast gets most of its fresh pro- 
duce from a farm in Kimberton, 
Pa.

Emergency Responses Discussed by Officials 


David Moran, the assistant to 
the city manager, and Lt. Dan 
O’Neil represented Greenbelt at a 
briefing for municipal officials re- 
garding emergency management 
and operations plans for Prince 
George’s County on Friday, Oct. 26. 

The key presenters were Fred 
Thomas, Prince George’s County 
director of Public Safety, and 
Reginald Parks, director of the 
Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment. Representatives of other 
county departments, including 
police, fire, health and correc- 
tions, were also present. 

County officials admitted that 
they had not done a good job of 
communicating with municipali- 
ties on September 11 and the day 
of the tornado and said they were 
committed to doing better in the 
future and were seeking ideas 
from this group. 

According to Thomas, the 
county is updating its emergency 
plan and hopes to finish it by 
December 1. Three subcommit- 
tees (facilities, communications 
and police) were established. Lt. 
O’Neil agreed to serve on the 
police subcommittee, and Moran 
agreed to serve on the communi- 
cations subcommittee. 

Additional funding will be re- 
quired to respond to known and 
unknown situations, and the 
county is developing a critical 


needs list for submission to the 
governor and to federal agencies.

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Happy 40th Birthday to Choral Group

It started out with the “Star 
Spangled Banner” and ended 
with “God Bless America.” The 
Prince George’s Choral Society’s 
presentation of “The Music of 
Mendelssohn” was a red, white 
and blue hued affair. The Choral 
Society’s music director is Phillip 
R. Hale, a graduate of the 
Peabody Institute of Baltimore. 
In his notes in the beginning of 
the program, he quotes Leonard 
Bernstein to justify music after 
the September 11 catastrophe. 
“This is our reply to violence, to 
make music more intensely and 
more beautifully and more devot- 
edly than ever before.” Hale’s 
answer was to lead off with the 
national anthem. The last half of 
the program had the audience 
singing “America the Beautiful,” 
“My Country tis of Thee,” and 
the concert ending with “God 
Bless America.” In between, we 
were treated to Felix 
Mendelssohn, a German of the 
Romantic period. Some say he is 
a classical romantic. A musical 
genius, he died at the age of 38 
in 1847. Like many of his fel- 
low artists, just think of what 
might have happened had he 
lived longer. 

The concert was performed at 
Holy Cross Lutheran Church on 
Greenbelt Road. Four o’clock 


Sunday began the 40th season for 
the Choral Society. Stephen 
Pruit, minister of music and or- 
ganist at Holy Cross, followed 
the national anthem with 
Mendelssohn’s “Sonata No I in 
F”” I was surprised at what he 
was able to get out of an electric 
organ. When I mentioned this to 
him after the performance he said 
it was due to the new technology, 
computer and electronic gadgetry. 
With his total control of the two 
movements of the sonata, I think 
a littke human talent had some- 
thing to do with it also. Music 
on Sunday mornings at Holy 
Cross must be an added treat for 
the congregation. 

The Maryland Chamber Or- 
chestra in affiliation with the 
Choral Society then performed 
Mendelssohn’s Sinfonia VIII in D 
Major. It may be a matter of in- 
terpretation but I thought some of 
the viola solos and part of the 
cello music could have been a 
little more lyrical. Hale had the 
orchestra doing it with a bit of an 
edge, not rounded and flowing. 
The composer may have wanted 
it that way. I must point out that 
when I call them an orchestra, it 
really is only the strings: violins, 
violas, cellos, and a string bass. 
They are members of a much 
larger entity.
